for violations by meat pack- 
ers. 

And, Glickman said he 
plans to restructure the 
Grain Inspection, Packers 
and Stockyards Administra- 
tion. This action is in re- 
sponse to an independent 
review of its enforcement of 
the anti-competitive prohi- 
bitions found in the Packers 
and Stockyards Act. 

Kleckner said livestock 
concentration is a "huge 
issue" among Farm Bureau 
members. 

"Livestock concentration 
is certainly expanding and 
becoming a serious concern 
during a time of increasing 
global trade,” he said. 
"Much of agricultural live- 
stock production is no lon- 
ger predominantly owned 
by the produc “er and mar 
keted competitively through 
a terminal market or coop- 
erative marketing points.” 

As the agriculture indus- 
try evolves, Kleckner said, 
the larger producers and 
companies become bigger 
players, often resulting in a 
competitive disadvantage 
for the small producer. 

"Strengthening and ex- 
panding the enforcement of 
current law is important to 
keep everyone on a level 
playing field," Kleckner 
said. "USDA has a responsi- 
bility to ensure open and 
fair markets as the industry 
continues to evolve into 
fewer hands. 

He applauded Glick- 
man’s move to broaden the

Nel- 
son made it clear that in his 
opinion, the planning com- 
mission has lowered the 
standards far enough and 
the time has come to final-

"We started up here with 
the standards," Nelson said, 
with his hand above his 
head. “Now we're down 
here," he said, lowering his 
hand almost to the floor. 
"We could keep compromis- 
ing and compromising with 
the few people who are still 
unhappy, but we'll never get 
finished that way." Nelson 
said several individuals who 
were initially concerned 
about certain issues have 
now informed him that 
those concerns have been 
adequately addressed. "It’s 
really just a few individuals 
who are not happy." 

Last weck the commis 
sion relaxed some road 
regulations, such as raising 
the number of units from 
50 to 100 that would re 
quire county road specifica 
tions to be met by develop 
ers.

POS Funds Aimed 
Toward Acquiring 
Oakland Station 


The Garrett County 
Commissioners on Tuesday 
agreed to designate $10,000 
to $33,000 of available 
Program Open Space (POS) 
funds each year for the next 
three years to help the town 
of Oakland acquire the 
historic Oakland train 
station. The fiscal authority 
met with Oakland Mayor 
Asa McCain and John 
Nelson, director of the 
county office of planning 
and zoning. 

POS funds equal about 
$130,000 each year, with 
75% of that to go toward 
development and 25%, or 
$33,000, to be designated 
solely for acquisition efforts. 
For some time the lesser 
allotment was unused, 
according to Commissioner 
Chairman Roger Glotfelty. 
When the town of Loch 
Lynn acquired land for a 
community park last year, 
the funds were _ then 
amassed for that project 
and spent. However, the 
$33,000 in POS funds is 
available each year 

"This will be for fiscal 
year 1999," Nelson ex 
plained, speaking about a 
projected funding plan with 
which the commissioners 
were asked to concur. 
Nelson and McCain said 
they simply needed a letter 
of concurrence that stated 
the commissioners will 
indeed designate at least 
$10,000 of the POS tunds to 
the Oakland station effort 
for three years, and if the

State To Help 
Fund Hutton 
Sewer System 


A project that will pro- 
vide a new sewage collec- 
tion system for the commu- 
nity of Hutton will soon re- 
ceive state assistance. 

Governor Parris N. Glen- 
dening announced this weck 
the Board of Public Works 
approval of a $333,450 
grant for the construction 
of a piping network. This 
network will convey septic 
tank wastes from 30 homes 
to a pumping station, situat- 
ed along Maryland Route 
39, to the Crellin Expanded 
Area Sewer System. 

Chaired by the governor, 
the Board of Public Works 
also is comprised of Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
and Treasurer Richard N. 
Dixon. The board is em- 
powered by the General As- 
sembly to approve construc- 
tion and consultant con- 
tracts, equipment purchases, 
property transactions, and 
other procurement actions. 

"This new collectica 
system will replace failing 
septic systems in homes in 
Hutton with a direct sewage 
discharge network," said 
Glendening. “In addition to 
the benefits for public 
health and the environment, 
the project also will help 
keep user rates at an af- 
fordable level for local res- 
idents.” 

In addition to this grant, 
the project previously re- 
ceived a $25,000 state grant 
for design. The Garrett 
County Sanitary District will 
arrange the local share of 
$110,461 for a total project 
cost of $468,912. Consiruc- 
tion will begin in August 
1997 and be completed by 
May 1998, the governor 
stated

NECESSITIES AND OTHER INVENTIONS

It was the CBS commentator Charles Osgood who said 
invention is the mother of necessity.” At least that’s 
where I heard it. 

How true. Until someone invented it (whatever it may 
be) we never needed it. We existed well without it. But 
once introduced into our lives, we can longer exist unless 
we have it 

The it, of course, could be many things including 
telephones, electricity, automobiles, whatever. Of late, 
however, the list seems to be growing very rapidly. From 
the cable that brings entertainment to our fingertips, to 
the cell phone that follows us everywhere so that there is 
no longer such a thing as solitude, these necessities sur- 
round us. 

Sometimes a person can long for the simplicity of the 
good old days. For me the good old days were when the 
ATM (automatic teller machine) had instructions in 
simple words, printed on a screen. From place to place 
there was little difference between machines. They were 
rather consistent, 

Back in those olden times, say 1973, a person could 
approach an ATM and read the words, "Welcome. Insert 
your card with magnetic strip down." That's pretty clear. 
There were no graphics or flashing lights, just words. 

Once the card was inserted, a new message appeared. 
Punch in your personal identification number." Okay. 
"Select a transaction by number: 1. withdrawal 2. deposit 
3. loan payment." 

[he whole process was simplistic. It worked. But with 
the invention of fancier computers and fancier program- 
mers, ATM screens now flash out in brilliant color zig- 
zagged with rectangles, squares, and arrows going this way 
and that. Yes, there are words. Yes, there are directions 
to follow, but one must wade through the sensory flood to 
get to them. Gone are simple words on a grey back- 
ground. 

Similar to the ATM experience for me is the pump at 
the gas station. No, I don’t necessarily mean the ones with 
ATMs attached. Just plain old self-service pumps can be 
so cluttered with words, symbols, and colors that one does 
not know where to look first for instructions on use of the 
pump. Like snowflakes, no two are identical though the 
principle, obviously, is the same. Then when an ATM is 
attached to the gas pump, and sometimes flashing lights 
that blink out instructions, I need to shake my head and 
refocus my eyes before I can recover from the sensory 
overload 

I surely appreciate and have come to view some of 
these machines as "necessities" in my otherwise simple 
existence, but I do miss the old days of simple, written 
English. Yes, I admit with pride, I am definitely showing 
my age.

"THESE HIGH GREEN HILLS" 

Whether you are looking forward to going away for a 
week or two this summer or if--like me--you are only sort 
of looking forward to a working vacation at home, you 
may want a good novel to read. I have one to suggest: Jan 
Karon’s These High Green Hills. 

This is the third volume of Ms. Karon’s chronicle of the 
fictional North Carolina town, Mitford. The principal hero 
of the series is Father Tim Kavanagh, an Episcopal priest 
who has--in his early 60s--renounced the celibacy of bach- 
elorhood to marry his lovely neighbor, Cynthia. 

I say that Fr. Tim is the principal hero, because Mit- 
ford is a town populated by quietly heroic folk. There is 
also--among others --Miss Sadie, who alter a life of thrift 
bordering on personal parsimony, has given five million 
dollars to build a nursing home that will attend to the 
souls as well as to the bodies of its residents. 

The characters in this series of novels are splendid, and 
they have to be because there is not much of a story line. 
If it is action you want Jan Karon’s novels are not for you. 
There is no hunt for enemy submarines, nor are there 
spies or spaceships. Reading the Mitford novels is like vis- 
iting a quiet litte town with the usual mixture of saints 
and sinners, but with insight to see how the best of the 
place is triumphing over its worst. It is that quality which 
makes hese High Green Hills (or any of the Mitford nov- 
els) such wonderful books to read on vacation especially 
if there’s no money in the bank to go anywhere. 

I have to admit that Episcopalianism is one of my least 
favorite forms of Christianity. I do, therefore, experience 
minor irritation over this ever so typical Episcopal priest, 
the guest appearances of his old friend and current bish- 
op, as well as with the afternoon tea socialites of his par- 
ish. It is to Ms. Karon’s credit that a Presbyterian partisan 
can and does enjoy her writing so much. 

For one thing, | have to rejoice that someone is writing 
novels in which any kind of Christianity is so favorably ex- 
hibited. There are, of course, novels aplenty written for a 
so-called Christian market, filled with petty moralism and 
pathetic preaching. In Ms. Karon’s work Christianity is 
embedded not only in the life of Fr. Tim, but also of the 
entire community he serves. Christianity is primarily their 
faith and only secondarily their religion 

Perhaps Ms. Karon’s Episcopalianism is so sympathetic 
because she so clearly appreciates other authentic expres- 
sions of Christianity, even when they superficially seem at 
odds with» the liturgical formalism of the Episcopal 
Church. Absalom Greer, an old-time Baptist preacher, is 
my favorite character in the Mitford novels. He is such a 
lovely man and so full of Christ’s love. He is the kind of 
preacher who when he tells you that without Christ you're 
going to hell, you know it is breaking his heart. In the 
single page of acknowledgements at the [ront of the novel 
Ms. Karon, with palpable sadness, calls such preachers “a 
vanishing breed.” 

For those who have not read any of Ms. Karon's earlier 
works, I strongly suggest going back to the beginning of 
the series. At Home in Mitford introduced us to Fr. Tim 
and his enchanted world. A Light in the Window advanced 
the story a bit which /hese High Green Hills rounds off but 
does not end. For those who like to read their novels 
fresh off the best-seller rack, Ms. Karon’s latest novel, Out 
of Canaan has recently appeared 

The finest quality of the Mitford novels is that they ad- 
just the vision of the reader. Having read any one of them 
the reader can see what is brave and good just outside his 
own window. | hope that going beyond seeing, the reader 
himself is inspired to live a little more bravely than he has 
before. It is rare and wonderful to receive encouragement 
to be gentle and courageous all at once

alike—to be ‘successful’ as the. 
world defines it, but ‘faithful.’ The, 
writer of 2 Timothy is feeling aban- 
doned: “For Demas, in love with 
this present world, has deserted 
me and gone to Thessalonika...’; 
(4:10). The real test of life is to be 
faithful to God, to be the kind of 
person who says to the Lord and 
means it, ‘Depend upon me!’:

Stop to think about how furniture 
has changed in shape through the 
years. The shape and upholstery of an 
ordinary sofa tells much about the 
lifestyle of the times 

In the years before 1700, sofas 
were unknown. Chairs were reserved 
for royalty and other men of impor- 
tance. Stools, benches and low chests 
were Offered to a few less-important 
people 

By the 18th century, the wooden 
chair was given some padding on the 
seat and perhaps the back to make it 
more comfortable, but the backs were 
still straight and suff. 

American Queen Anne chairs and 
sofas of the mid-1700s offered some 
comfort. The backs were curved. 

The camel-back sofa, a favorite of 
the time, was padded on the back, 
seat and arms. Similar upholstery and 
curves were used on Chippendale 
pieces 

By the 1800s, the Federal style was 
in fashion, and sofas became 
Straighter. The seats were narrower 
and harder. No slouching was possi- 
ble; you had to sit up straight. Empire 
sofas went a step further and rounded 
the back cushion so you could not 
lean back 

The Victorian began to look for 
comfort in their furniture. Backs 
were angled and the cushioning was 
thicker, but there were still wooden 
parts that poked and prodded if you 
did not sit straight 

The Mission style of the early 
1900s featured heavy, square sofas 
with a padded seat and a few loose 
cushions for comfort. 

It was not until the 1920s that the 
stuffed, deep-cushioned sofa we 
know today came into style 


Q. What do the initials “F&F” 
on my cookie jar stand for?

According to the Nation- 
al Agricultural Statistics 
Service, Maryland laying 
flocks produced 76 million 
eggs during April 1997, of 
which 70 million were table 
eggs and six million were 
hatching eggs. The average 
rate of lay was 74.1 percent. 
The average number of 
layers on hand during April 
1997 was 3,418,000. On 
May 1, 1997, 12.5 percent 
of the layers in Maryland 
were being molted and 34.5 
percent of all layers had 
been through a molt. 

U.S. egg production 
totaled 6.34 billion during 
April 1997, up one percent 
from 6.24 billion produced 
during April 1996. Produc- 
tion included 5.34 billion 
table eggs and 998 million 
hatching-type eggs. Hatch- 
ing eggs included 939 mil- 
lion from broiler-type flocks 
and 59 million from egg- 
type flocks. The total num- 
ber of layers during April 
1997 averaged 303 million, 
up two percent from the 
average for April 1996.

Persons who have been 
immunized against the 
disease have a significantly 
decreased chance of con- 
tracting it. The pertussis 
vaccine is customarily given 
to children along with the 
diphtheria and tetanus 
immunizations (DPT), and 
is administered to babies at 
2, 4, 6, and 15 months of 
age. Because at least two 
doses have to be received 
for the body to become 
immune to the disease, 
babies under 6 months are 
far more susceptible to the 
illness, as are premature 
babies or babies with lung

Commissioners Adopt County’s First 
Ordinances Regulating Development 


After nearly two years in 
the making, countywide 
ordinances regulating de- 
velopment measures were 
adopted Tuesday by the 
Garrett County Commis- 
sioners. The ordinances per- 
tain to subdivision develop- 
ment and sensitive area 
stipulations, The creation of 
these regulations is a-result 
of the comprehensive 1995 
Garrett County Develop- 
ment Plan, which came 
about after the adoption of 
the Maryland Economic 
Growth Resource Protec- 
tion and Planning Act of 
1992. 

The subdivision regula- 
tions involve road develop- 
ment, turning radii and 
roadway approach rules, 
plat recording procedures, 
lot requirements, and de- 
sign standards, among oth- 
ers. 

The sensitive area ordi- 
nance is designed mainly to 
protect very steep slopes in 
the county as well as stream 
buffers. The buffer width 
from "growth area" stream 
banks is to be 25 feet. The 
growth areas are depicted 
on the Garrett County Land 
Classification Map, which 
can be seen at the planning 
office in the courthouse. 

Within these stream 
buffers, no new buildings 
will be permitted, expansion 
of existing buildings will be 
limited to 1,000 square feet 
of land area, and most new 
paving or stone surfaces will 
be prohibited, except neces- 
sary perpendicular cross- 
ings. 

As for "steep slopes," the 
ordinance does not regulate 
development on slopes of 
less than 30 percent. If a 
building is proposed on 
slopes over that percentage, 
a four-acre minimum lot 
area would be required. 

The ordinances have 
been developed chiefly 
through the work of the

HAYMAKING AGAIN 
Seven years had passed since | last fired up the old 
baler, a New Holland Super Hayliner 68. There are two 
acres of meadow behind my house which I have been en- 
deavoring to turn into pasture. | seeded it two years ago, 


and there is now a fair stand of mostly orchard grass. By 
the end of last month it looked like it had good potential 
for hay. 


My mother had sold her mower and rake sometime be- 
tween the last time I made hay and today. I thought about 
whom I could ask to cut my field. A cousin was in his own 
field one day as I was driving by. He readily agreed to cut 
the hay, and I was committed. 

I visited another cousin, and asked to borrow his tedder 
and rake. This time I would be on the tractor. In between 
the mowing and the tedding there was rain (of course), 
Because I hadn’t disturbed the hay, what had dried on top 
acted as a thatched roof and shed the water. Underneath, 
the grass was as green as the day it had been cut. 

So I tedded the hay, and raked it the next day. Then 
we had two days of cloudy weather. That was, however, 
providential, because the baler had not been in a hayfield 
much more recently than I had. I worked on the timing 
and just could not get it in time. I phoned my uncle from 
whom we had bought the baler years ago. 

He was likely to help me if he could because he held 
this particular baler in the same high esteem and affection 
as did I. She is a sweet little baler, and you just have to 
know her to understand. He readily agreed to come over 


the next morning, which he did. My aunt and my wife vis- © 


ited the morning long while Uncle Sam as well as my ne- 
phew Grant and I worked on the baler 

Uncle Sam fulfilled my every expectation as we fol- 
lowed the steps in the baler book--as inerrant as scripture 
for every aspiring baler mechanic. We got the baler in 
time. Uncle Sam then proceeded to sharpen the various 
knives on the apparatus and, in short, to fine tune this 
splendid machine. 

That was a cloudy Saturday followed by a magnificent 
Sunday, sent, no doubt, to try my faith. Monday came, 
and it too was a glorious, hot, clear, brilliantly sunny day. 
And we made hay. 


I borrowed the rake again, and turned the hay one last 
time. The baler worked like a charm. I baled in a water- 
way without a wagon. There was just no place to turn. Af 
ter I stacked 46 bales of hay off to one side, I hooked up 


the wagon and started in the main field. 

My nephew was to come at 2:30, but I knew that to get 
finished that afternoon I had to start without him. The Su- 
per Hayliner 68 is very much a lift and stack kind of a bal- 
er. I am not sure that a thrower was even a twinkle in an 
inventor's eye when this baler was made. I was up and 
down, off and on the tractor, quite a bit, baling a few 
bales and stacking a few bales 

What a relief when Grant arrived--then we started mak- 
ing good time. His father also came around and hauled 
the bales from the waterway up to our mother’s barn. 


Another boy joined us, a friend of Grant's, and away we 
went. We took the first wagon to the barn with something 
like 170 bales on it. This was a big wagon 

A neighbor came over and helped unload, so we were 


back in the field in short order. We baled another full 
load, and then I baled onto the ground the corners I had 


missed. We put up 400 bales of hay that afternoon, right 
at eight tons. 
When it goes well few things are more satisfying than 


making hay. It is honest work in which the energy of man 
and machine transforms the growth of nature into a sweet 
smelling feed, with all the corners squared. I knew the day

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Anyone who enjoys activities and spends much time in 
the outdoors should be aware of disease born by ticks and 
transferred to humans. Most people have heard of Lyme 
disease, spread by the deer tick, as there has been signili 
cant publicity over the last few years. However, there ar¢ 
other tick born diseases, not as widespread as Lyme, that 
people should protect themselves against 

In Maryland, the other disease we must be aware of is 
human monocytic ehrlichiosis (HME). HME has symp 
toms similar to Lyme disease, that is, fever, chills, head 
ache, mus¢le pain, and fatigue. The symptoms tend to be 
more severe and the tell-tale bull’s-eye shaped rash may 
not be present. But if you suspect that you may have been 
infected by a tick, see your doctor quickly, as the cure is 
easier if treated promptly. 

Importantly, if a tick is removed quickly, your chances 
of getting a disease are less as it takes 24 to 48 hours to 
infect a human. The best way to remove a ‘ick is to grasp 
its mouth parts with tweezers as close to the skin as pos- 
sible and pull the entire tick out slowly and steadily.

Deer hunters who use slug guns but don’t like the re- 
coil will be happy to know that Harrington & Richardson 
has introduced a 20-gauge called the Model 928. This 20- 
ga.

It uses a 12-ga. barrel blank that is under bored to 20-ga.

RIVER REPORT 

Both the North Branch and Yough ‘have been fishing 
well recently. The green drakes are still coming off in 
some quantity on the Yough and should continue through 
the end of the month. An overcast evening with just a 
touch of rain brings a harvest of these big flies that really 
gets the trout going. 

If you ever wondered what kind of a resource we have 
here in our trout streams, consider this. Two gentlemen, 
Simon Rushde of South Africa and Dave Wallach of Bal- 
timore, spent last Father’s Day on the North Branch with 
Allen Noland and were quite impressed both with the 
fishing and the scenics. Mr. Rushde has fished all over the 
world and, to paraphrase him, “it just doesn’t get any bet- 
ter than this.” 

Running high and looking like chocolate milk is how 
Allen Noland described the Yough two Saturdays ago 
when I called and asked him where we might find some 
decent trout fishing that afternoon. And, the North 
Branch is "up and ugly,” he said. 

What he suggested was trying the Savage. He said it is 
running just a bit high and it usually fished pretty well like 
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at. So, I took his advice and had a great afternoon of 
fishing and photographing others doing the same. The 
Savage has always seemed to be a tough river for me. But, 
on this particular day, I saw more fish caught there than 
I ever had, and I caught some myself. 

I met Phil Nussdorfer, who lives close to the Yough on 
Oakland Sang Run Road, pulling browns from the pool 
just above the concrete bridge with a size 22 Blue Wing 
Olive. He said he was fishing the Savage because he could 
hear the Yough from a mile away. And, later met Bob 
Lancaster of North Huntingdon, Pa., who seemed to be 
picking up a trout on nearly every cast in the fast water 
downstream from the lower suspension bridge. On Fath- 
er’s Day, Eric Yonke netted a fat 19-inch rainbow using 
1 weighted bead head nymph, also on the Savage.

He will be on three years of 
supervised probation upon 
his release from jail, accord- 
ing to a court spokesperson. 

A trailer in  Crellin 
owned by Linda Burgess 
was declared a total loss 
after a fire was extinguished 
there on Dec. 1, 1996. In- 
vestigations by the State 
Fire Marshal's Office and 
the Garrett County State’s 
Attorney’s Office indicated 
that Welch, who had resid- 
ed with Burgess until the 
December date, had set the 
fire.

Given 
all of these difficulties with 
the case, we determined the 
plea taken was the best we 
could expect. The fire mar- 
shal is in complete agree- 
ment.” 

The defendant has been 
lodged in the Garrett Coun- 
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ty Jail since being charged. 
He has not yet been re- 
leased because the State 
Parole Commission has a 
warrant filed against him 
for violation of parole in a 
prior case, the spokesperson 
said. 

In another circuit court 
case, Dwight H. Clary, 19, 
Swanton, pleaded guilty last 
week to burglarizing the 
home of Robert and Marjo- 
rie Gnegy on January 31 of 
this year. Sherbin accepted 
the plea and ordered a 
pre-sentence investigation. 
The state’s attorney dis- 
missed less serious related 
charges after the defendant 
entered his plea.

The Gnegys returned to 
their home along Jasper 
Riley Road that evening to 
discover a basement door 
forced open and property -- 
including currency, coins, 
and personal documents -- 
missing.

Background Scripture: 
Titus 3:1-11 
Devotional Reading: 
Romans |3:1-10 

Hardly a week goes by that | 
don't receive a form letter, news- 
paper arucle, or magazine piece 
chronicling the growing 
animosiuies between Chrisuans of 
various stripes. Very often. when 
I see religious groups depicted 
on television, the faces are angry 
the words bitter, and the atmo- 
sphere depressingly negative 

Interesungly enough this is gen- 
erally not a matter of Methodists 
against Presbytenans, or Episcopa- 
lians against Bapusts. The conflicts, 
it seems, rage within each of these 
and other denominations: Method- 
ists against Methodists, Lutherans 
against Lutherans, and Baptists 
against Bapusts. 

What I am bemoaning here is 
not conflict within the churches. 
Conflict is normal and healthy 
within all groups. It is the 
atmosphere that surrounds and 
pervades these conflicts that 
disturbs me most. This anger 
grows and the bitterness conunues 
to escalate and spiral. Christianity 
is often defined in the media by 
the things Christians are against, 
rather than what they are for. 

INQUISITIONS & 
CRUSADES 

Unfortunately, most, if not all of 
these people believe that it is for 
God's sake that they are being 
militant and they regard their 
emodons as righteous indignation. 
They defend a God who doesn’t 
need or ask for their defense. For 
those outside the church. there is 
little or nothing that is com- 
pelling about this kind of 
Christianity. It was this same 
kind of Chrisuan anger and fear 
that gave birth to the devilish 
Inquisition and spurred the 
bloody Crusades. 

Perhaps ail of us need to commut

Christ. “For we ourselves,’ says Paul, 


were once foolish, disobedient, led 
astray, Slaves tO Varlous passions 
and pleasures, passing our days in 
malice and envy, hated by men and 
hating one another” (3:3). “Hated 
and “hating” are ften 
descripuve of Chrisuans today 

WITNESSES, NOT JUDGES 

Paul also reminds Titus that we 
are saved by Christ, not because 
we ourselves have achieved moral 
acceptability, but only because ot 
the grace of God—"...but when 
the goodness and lovingkindness 
of God our Savior appeared, he 
saved us, not because of deeds 
done by us in mghteousness, but 
in virtue of his own mercy...so that 
we might be justified in his grace 
and become heirs in hope of eternal 
life” (3:5-7). We are, all of us, as 
dependent upon the undeserved 
grace of God as those whom we 
judge. In fact. we are called not to 
judge, but to witness to the love of 
Jesus Christ. 

And then, just in case Titus is not 
getting the point, Paul says again 
“But avoid stupid controversies, 
genealogies, dissensions, and 
quarrels over the law, for they are 
unprofitable and futile” (3:9). And 
to underline the seriousness, Paul 
goes on to say: “As foraman who 
is factious, after admonishing 
him once or twice, have nothing 
more to do with him, knowing that 
such a person is perverted and 
sinful; he is self-condemned” (3:11). 

And so are we ail if we conunue 
to divide the Church that is not 
ours, but his.

State Tax On 
Snack Food To 
Be Eliminated 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
said effective July 1, 1997, 
the sales and use tax does 
not apply to snack food 
items sold at grocery stores 
and other businesses with 
substantial grocery business. 
The Maryland General As- 
sembly also repealed the tax 
on snack food items sold 
through vending machines. 

The snack items on 
which the tax was repealed 
include: potato chips and 
sticks, corn chips, pretzels, 
eheese puffs and curls, pork 
rinds, extruded pretzels and 
chips, popped popcorn, 
nuts, edible seeds, and mix- 
tures which contain any of 
these items. 

The comptroller noted 
that snack food items sold 
with meals and food pre- 
pared for immediate con- 
sumption will continue to 
be taxable. Food obtained 
from salad, soup or dessert 
bars, party platters, heated 
food, sandwiches suitable 
for immediate consumption 
and ice cream, frozen yo- 
purt, and other frozen des- 
serts sold in containers of 
less than one pint also re- 
main taxable. 

In 1992, as part of the 
most sweeping sales and use 
tax law changes in a gener- 
ation, the Maryland Gener- 
al Assembly levied the sales 
and use tax on specific 
snack food items sold in 
grocery stores.

Now On Web 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
says state income taxpayers 
who expected a refund from 
their 1996 tax return and 
did not receive one in the 
mail should check the new 
undeliverable refund section 
of the agency’s website 

"Rach vear several thou 
sand income tax refund 
checks are returned to us by 
the United States Postal 
Service marked “undeliver- 
able.” This happens fre- 
quently when taxpayers 
move during the filing sea- 
son, change their last name, 
or provide an incomplete or 
illegible address. Our new, 
secure, and searchable data- 
base contains approximately 
10,500 separate accounts 
representing checks re- 
turned to us, this year and 
if- years past, as undeliver 
able refunds." 

laxpayers may search for 
their name on the-wndeliv- 
erable refund  databasc 
through the “What’s New" 
area of the comptroller’s 
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website al www.comp.state.- 
md.us. Taxpayers will be 
asked to enter their name

Bird Count results have 
been released including the 
top 10 birds counted.

On a dark and overcast day 
Josh and Amanda Benson (Ben 
Cook, Amy Stewart) move with 
their parents to the eerie town of 
Dark Falls, where the pale 
neighbors draw their shades at 
the first hint of sunlight 

This newest Goosebumps spe- 
cial follows the same axiom as 
the other wildly successful 
episodes: Nothing is as it seems 
“Welcome to Dead House,” 
based on the first and best-sell- 
ing book in the series, premieres 
Sunday, June 29, on Fox. 

“That was the book that 
launched the Goosebumps phe- 
nomenon,” executive producer 
Deborah Forte says. “We saved 
it for something special. It estab- 
lished real, believable kid char- 
acters who ultimately are re- 
sponsible for saving the day on 
their own.” 

During the recent May ratings 
period, Goosebumps was the 
highest-rated TV series among 
children ages 2 to 11 (though 
it’s not recommended for chil 
dren younger than 7). 

What would naturally follow a 
children's program with that sort 
of popularity? Stuff. Lots of 
stuff. Enough Goosebumps stuff 
to permanently permeate a cul- 
ture. The fervor over tales of the 
walking dead, snowmen with 
lives of their own and ghosts 
from the future has spawned a 
merchandising crush. 

Goosebumps products spew 
into stores quicker than kids can 
earn lawn-mowing money to 
buy them. There are already 
products ranging from stickers 
to videotapes to jewelry. Soon 
there will be audio books, CD- 
ROMs and action figures. 

“The demand came from the 
kids,” Forte says. “They are ac- 
customed to being able to have 
the things they love be a part of 
their lives. Merchandising is part 
of the world right now in chil 
dren’s entertainment properties.” 

Toy stores and children’s tele- 
vision can develop relationships 
in two different ways, Peggy 
Charren, founder of Action for 
Children’s Television, says. A 


LV Crossworn 
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popular show can create the de- 
mand for products, as it has with 
Goosebumps, Or a television 
program can be created to sell a 
toy, a symbiosis that Charren 
says should concern parents 
more. 

In the early 1980s, according 
to Charren, more than 70 series 
on the air were associated with 
toy companies. “In some cases, 
the program animators had the 
toy on their wall and could not 
put clothes of a different color 
on the character,” she says. “If 
the whole goal of a program is 
to sell junk, there’s not much 
lower that you can go. The best 
news is to turn it off.” 

But Goosebumps started with 
books and leads children to 
reading, Charren says. Each 
piece of merchandise contains 
the slogan “Reading Is a 
Scream,” gently directing chil- 
dren to the books, 

Once a month, Scholastic Inc 
publishes a new Goosebumps 
book by the prolific K.L. Sune. 
For the third season of the TV 
program, Scholastic Productions 
Inc. is producing 22 new 
episodes, including a miniseries. 

“Kids love Goosebumps be- 
cause they know they'll be 
scared, but it’s a safe scare like a 
roller coaster ride,” Forte says 

“They know there will be mo- 
ments when they will be scared 
and when they will laugh, but 
like a roller coaster ride, they 
will get off safely at the end.”

The County must assure capital financing 
flexibility under changing priorities and economic cycles, and which sufficiently focus on long-term relevance. This year’s budget 
shows Debt Service as a distinctive segment 

The Board of County Commissioners continues to meet with all local municipalities to assist with public works projects 
that may be impossible without an incorporated effort. A tax-differential study that appraises any duplication of public services 
was completed during the past year. Fiscal Year 1998 Budget includes the County appropriation of funds for the paving of Liberty 
Street in Oakland and other projects that will be reviewed for approval and subsequent completion on an “as needed basis" for 
other municipalities 

The Board of County Commissioners will continue to make economic development a number one priority. Plans for Fiscal 
Year 1998 include an expansion of the Southern Garrett Industrial Park and infrastructure additions to the Northern Garrett 
Industrial Park. Legislation introduced by the Board of County Commissioners was passed by the Maryland General Assembly 
that enables the County to decrease Personal Property tax to further attract new businesses and allow existing companies to 
expand. The Personal Property rate for Fiscal Year 1998 was reduced by ten percent (10%) and long-term plans are to continue 
to reduce the percentage and completely eliminate this tax over a ten-year period. Long-term commitment to tourism is evident 
by the appropriation of funds directed to the construction of a new Visitor's Information Center at Deep Creek Lake. This project 
was acombined effort of the County, Delegate George Edwards, Senator John Hafer, the Chamber of Commerce, andthe Garrett 
County Promotion Council. 

The largest expenditure in the budget for Fiscal Year 1998 is Education, which continues to be a significant priority for 
funding. Forty-one percent (41%) of the total Operating and Capital Budget for Fiscal Year 1998 is designated for education. Public 
Works continues to be the second highest segment of Fiscal Year 1998 Operating and Capital Budget, with thirty-one percent 
(31%) of the total budget appropriated for the County Roads Division, Solid Waste and Recycling, and the County Airport. This 
year's budget also details individual capital projects and. equipment purchases that are incorporated in the Five-Year Capital 
Improvement Plan 

The County is committed to financial and strategic planning that will rely on the statement that good business decisions 
have to become exceptional and the County must operate exceptionally and more intensely than at any time in the past. The 
provision of public services to the citizenry of Garrett County will continually be enhanced and improved by our team of many 
dedicated and proficient employees. We are reorganized, re-focused, and aggressively moving toward better systems, better 
processes, and better trained employees. The County will continue to prioritize the appropriation of all funds to efficiently serve 
the citizens of Garrett County

Q: A print hangs in my doctor’s 
office with the title, “ A Friend in 
Need.”

An American Hero

ALFRED FULLER 


Many of us still remember when a 
knock on the door meant the smiling, 
helpful Fuller Brush man had arrived. 
These enthusiastic, polite and persis- 
tent sales people became an icon in 
American life. 

But few of us realize that the man 
behind it all, Alfred Fuller, became an 
American hero in the process of real- 
izing his own dream. 

Fuller did not start out as an 
American. He was born in 1885 in the 
Annapolis Valley of Nova Scotia _ 
the apple belt of that Canadian 
province. He was the 11th child of 12 
to grow up on the family farm and 
received what formal education he 
had in a one-room school house. 

He could see that his parents’ farm 
could not support everyone, and 
when he was 18, his parents made it 
clear to him that he was to fend for 
himself. With $75 in his pocket, a few 
clothes and no job, he did what mil- 
lions before him had done _ he came 
to America and lived for a while with 
an older sister and her husband near 
Roxbury, Mass. 

He was fired from a number of 
jobs, such as conductor on a trolley, 
gardener, and driver for a delivery 
business. He applied for a job as 
salesman with a small brush company 
that sold door to door, dealing with 
the middle-class housewives of 
Roxbury 

He learned that Americans got a 
kick out of his strange Canadian 
accent. He also learned Americans 
appreciated his demonstrations. 

“I washed babies with a back 
brush, swept stairs, cleaned radiators 
and milk bottles, dusted floors _ any- 
thing that would prove the worth of 
what I had to sell,” he once said 

At the age of 21, he went into busi- 
ness for himself. He didn’t need ven- 
ture capital because he took orders 
early in the week and delivered the 
brushes on Saturday. By 1906, he 
took the business nationwide. This 
immigrant became a role model not 
only for those new to this country, but 
for everyone

Hunting Lease Liability Insurance Coverage 

I know several landowners who are reluctant to lease 
hunting privileges because of the potential liability 
consequences if an accident would occur. The Forest 
Landowners Association has the most reasonable insur 
ance rates I have found. If you are a member of the 
association, you can buy a commercial general liability 
policy for $0.19 per acre. The membership dues are $40 
per year. The policy features a $1 million limit per 
occurrence and a $2 million general aggregate. Also, there 
is $50,000 fire damage liability coverage. If you would like 
more information, contact the Forest Landowners Associ- 
ation at 800-325-2954. I have a simple annual hunting 
lease form available. 


Crop Notes 

* I have been in three corn fields where wireworms 
have caused moderate damage to corn plants. Wireworms 
occur randomly throughout the field. There may be a 
whole bunch of perfectly healthy plants, then you find a 
few plants that are much smaller with the leaves dying 
back. The roots will appear healthy but right at the base 
of the plant you will find a hole through the plant. 
Wireworms normally will only damage the young seedling. 

* There is quite a lot of root rot in beans this year. If 
you have plants that are very small and the leaves are very 
poorly developed you probably are going to find root rot. 
Pull up a plant. They normally will pull easily because the 
roots are completely gone. If your loss is at the point that 
replanting is necessary, use Ridomil PC at 12 oz. of 
11G/1000 row ft 

* Are you spraying your tomatoes and potatoes for late 
blight prevention? Late blight must be prevented. Spray 
every seven days with Bravo 720 or Manzate 200. 

* The Colorado Potato Beetle is already active. As 
most of you are aware, the beetle has developed a resis 
tance to many of the old insecticides. The insecticide 
Admire is a new one that is somewhat effective on the 
beetle. I would alternate Admire with Ambush and 
rotenone. I would suggest treating the strip around the 
potato field with the insecticide. Many times the beetle 
will colonize in the field edge before moving in the 


potatoes.

size has grown exponentially.” 

Indeed, according to a 
GLAF spokesperson, _ the 
audience size has increased 
from around 30 to 40 guests 
for the first year’s concerts to 
a sell-out crowd last summer. 
The musicians are housed 
with families each year and 
many true friendships have 
been born. The assistance of 
local residents has increased 
over the years, with 
many helping to feed the 
performers each day of their 
stay, or offering to entertain 
the group in some Garrett 
County fashion. 

"We could certainly never 
do this without the people of 
the county," Sincell said.

THE WAY WEST passed right through Garrett County for decades, as the old National Highway, 
now known as U.S. Route 40, has traversed the northern end of the region since colonial times. 
Short, white, obelisk-shaped mileage markers can still be seen in several places along the road, and 
travellers such as these hardy souls pictured above would have marked the miles by their black 
cursive lettering denoting the distance to Wheeling, W.Va., and the free-flowing waters of the Ohio 
River. If the day was growing late, or they were getting hungry, the old-timers may have stopped for 
rest and refreshment at the Casselman Inn, on Route 40 in Grantsville. The historic hotel still hosts 
weary travelers today, providing hardy home-cooked meals and gracious accommodations for all, 
from these horse-drawn wagon masters to Streamline trailer skippers.

the highway, the cove appears 
to be a huge amphitheater, 
surrounded on all sides by 
mountain ranges. Farms are 
iaid out in soil-conserving con- 
tour strips. During the spring, 
summer and fall, an artist’s 
painting could not be more pic- 
turesque. If traveling south 
from Interstate 68 on Route 
219, the Cove scenic overlook 
is located on the right just a 
few miles north of Accident. 
The view is highly recom- 
mended, 

CRAFTS -- In recent years, 
there has been a resurgence in 
the popularity of original crafts 
and hand-crafted items. There 
are many places in Garrett 
County which serve as outlets 
to countless area craftsmen. 
All are open to the public and 
you are encouraged to visit 
and see examples of original 
hand-crafted items. Demon- 
strations of various crafts are 
scheduled throughout the year 
at the Spruce Forest Artisan 
Village near Penn Alps in 
Grantsville, where examples 
of weaving, woodworking, 
wood carving, clock making, 
casting and forging, as well as 
many other crafts are demon- 
strated. Local craft outlets are 
listed in the Directory of Ser- 
vices. 

THE CRANESVILLE, 
SUB-ARCTIC SWAMP .-- 
One of nature’s natural phe- 
nomena, the swamp covers 
over 500 acres of land which 
sprawls across the boundaries 
of Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia. Formed during the Ice 
Age, this remnant of boreal 
forest produces growth nor- 
mally found only in arctic re- 
gions and offers geologists, bi- 
ologists and nature buffs the 
opportunity to observe many 
rare species of flora and fauna. 
The swamp is a true bog and 
during the wet seasons, trav- 
eling to the interior is nearly 
impossible. Visitors may view 
the perimeter of the swamp 
from public roads. A board- 
walk has been constructed for 
easy visitor access. To preserve 
the fragile ecology of the 
swamp, visitors are requested 
to remain on the boardwalk or 
designated paths and removal 
of plants and animals is pro- 
hibited. 

To reach the swamp from 
Oakland, follow Liberty Street 
out of town past the Oakland 
Railroad Station; this bécomes 
the Herrington Manor Road. 
Go approximately 6 miles and 
turn left on the Cranesville 
Road; go 4 miles and just past 
the Bell Ringer Originals In 
Wood, turn left on the Lake 


Ford Road at a sign marked 
“Cranesville Swamp Nature 
Preserve;” after traveling on 
this road approximately 2/10 
mile, bear right at the fork 
onto another dirt road; in an- 
other 2/10 mile, turn right onto 
the dirt driveway and follow 
the driveway past the Preserve 
entrance sign and turn right 
into the parking area. To reach 
the boardwalk, walk past the 
entrance sign and follow the 
marked trail under the elec- 
tric power lines. The swamp is 
now owned by The Nature Con- 
servancy, 2 Wisconsin Circle, 
Chevy Chase, MD 20815. 

DEEP CREEK LAKE -- 
Vacationers will find Deep 
Creek Lake the center of 
Garrett County’s recreational 
attractions--the most ideal spot 
for a summer or winter vaca- 
tion. The largest freshwater 
lake in Maryland, it is 12 miles 
in length with a shoreline of 65 
miles covering nearly 3,900 
acres. 

Built in 1925 by the 
Youghiogheny Electric Com- 
pany, the lake was purchased 
by the Pennsylvania Electric 
Company in 1942. In July of 
1980, the lake and buffer strip 
were leased to the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources to be managed as a 
public recreational resource. 
Entitled Deep Creek Lake 
NRMA, it is managed by the 
Maryland State Forest and 
Park Service--Public Lands. 

A wide variety of activities 
abound, including boating, 
water skiing, fishing, swim- 
ming, hiking, picnicking, sail-

steep slopes covered with gi- 
ant hemlock, it is an area of 
noble primitiveness. 

The land beside the falls is 
the site of the 1918 camp of 
pioneer motor tourists, Henry 
Ford, Thomas Edison and 
Harvey Firestone. These three 
titans of American industry, 
who had the world to pick from, 
chose to come to this site when 
they wanted to enjoy them- 
selves. The site of the camp 
has been marked. The trio re- 
turned in 1921. 

Situated in a cool, towering 
forest, the area has complete 
facilities for camping and pic- 
nicking. This 52-foot cataract 
is highly recommended to the 
nature lover and camera buff. 

PENN ALPS -- Penn Alps 
is an organization dedicated to 
serving residents of the A\l- 


legheny Mountains, with 
Garrett County lying in the 
heart of the area served. It 
operates the largest handicraft 
marketing facility in this 
mountain region, in conjunc- 
tion with a restaurant con- 
taining five dining rooms. The 
Alpine Room, which was added 
in 1969, is graced by a huge 
fireplace of stone dressed in 
1818, exposed beams and bay 
windows green with plant life. 
An upstairs dining-conference 
room was restored in 1988 to 
its original 1818 log structure. 
It is also the home of the Penn 
Alps Summer Concert Series. 

Situated on U.S. 40, just 
east of Grantsville, Penn Alps 
is conveniently located for tour- 
ists and has ample parking 
facilities. From late May 
through October, handicraft 
demonstrations and classes dot 
the large Spruce Forest Arti- 
san Village next door.

SAVAGE RIVER & RES- 
ERVOIR -- A most aptly 
named river. For the 
whitewater paddler, the Sav- 
age is narrow, mean and har- 
rowing and almost completely 
whitewater for 5% miles. The 
road from the Savage River 
Dam to Bloomington parallels 
the river for most of the run. 

One of Maryland’s largest, 
the Savage River Dam is 1,050 
feet long, rising 184 feet above 
the stream bed. Stream flow 
from the dam is controlled by a 
concrete-lined tunnel 10 feet 
in diameter and 170 feet long.

THE TOWN OF ACCI- 
DENT-FLOWERY VALE -- 
Accident is located on busy 
Route 219 about 5 miles north 
of Deep Creek Lake in a scenic 
farming valley dating back to 
1800. The oldest known struc- 
ture-- the Drane House-- has 
been restored. Sites of the two 
earliest frame structures used 
by Lutheran congregations for 
church services have been 
marked by stone markers in 
Zion Cemetery and St. Paul’s 
New Cemetery. The 75-year 
old yellow brick schoolhouse is 
now a handsomely remodeled 
complex, comprising the Flow- 
ery Vale Senior Center and 
Valley View Apartments. 

A lovely park and picnic 
pavilion, plus Town View Vil- 
lage, another apartment com- 
plex for the elderly, occupy the 
site of the famous Speicher 
Horse Barn which housed im- 
ported Belgian and Percheron 
horses. The historic Kaese’s 
Mill still stands along the Bear 
Creek-Fish Hatchery Road, 
appearing much as it did when 
constructed in 1868. 

Accident has traditionally 
observed the Fourth of July 
with picnics going back before 
1900. It is the main event that 
serves as Accident’s Homecom- 
ing Day, drawing large crowds 
of relatives and former resi- 
dents. Grocery stores, library, 
post office, doctor and dentist, 
churches, garage and automo- 
bile dealership, service sta- 
tions, schools, public water and 
sewerage systems, well-kept 
private homes, and excellent 
roads provide the elements 
that make Accident a most de- 
sirable rural village. 

B&O RAILROAD STA- 
TION IN OAKLAND -- One 
of the oldest stations in the 
country, this Queen Anne- 
style station was buiit in 1884 
after the B&O had developeda 
r@sort clientele for Oakland 
amd Garrett County. The

s used by the B&O Railroad 

early as 1851. 

The Oakland station is now 
in the National Registry. It is 
distinguished by its incised 
brick, picturesque massing and 
the mixing of building materi- 
als characteristic of this disap- 
pearing building style. It was 
built by the Baltimore firm of 
Baldwin and Pennington, 
which constructed a similar 
station in Laurel, Maryland in 
1884. 

It is located in Oakland, near 
the intersection of Second and 
Liberty streets.

BRADDOCK’S ROAD -- 
Built by British General Ed- 
ward Braddock’s army in 1755, 
under the direction of the aide- 
de-camp George Washington, 
the road really is an improve- 
ment of the old Indian route, 
Nemacolin’s Trail. The Gen- 
eral died along this route while 
retreating from near Fort 
Duquesne (Pittsburgh) to Fort 
Cumberland, after a crushing 
defeat by a small force of 
French and Indians. 
Braddock’s Road became a 
major route west until it was 
abandoned in the 19th cen- 
tury with the construction of 
the National Road (Route 40). 
The Road is most readily 
identified at Little Meadows, 
one of Braddock’s most impor- 
tant encampments and a site

While watching its construc- 


tion, people speculated that 
the bridge would collapse when 
the supporting timbers were 
removed. To avoid having the 
general public as an audience 
should the bridge collapse at 
the celebration planned for the 
removal of the supports, the 
contractor loosened them the 
night before the ceremony. The 
next day, he stood under the 
bridge during the ceremony to 
prove its worthiness. The 
graceful stone arch has stood 
for the past 182 years as one of 
Garrett County’ most photo- 
genic as well as historic sites. 

The bridge was closed to 
traffic in 1953 and restored 
with funds made available by 
the State of Maryland. In 1964, 
the Department of Interior 
designated the bridge a Regis- 
tered Historical Landmark. 

A beautiful setting for a 
summer cookout or outdoor get 
together, there is a picnic area 
with fireplaces and other fa- 
cilities alongside the bridge. 
The bridge is located on Route 
40 east of Grantsville near 
Penn Alps. 

CHURCH OF THE 
PRESIDENTS IN OAK- 
LAND -- All three of the Presi- 
dents--Grant, Harrison and 
Cleveland--who preferred 
Garrett County to any other 
place for their vacations, at- 
tended services in this stone 
building at the corner of Sec- 
ond and Liberty Streets in Oak- 
land.

The Casselman River 
Bridge, built in 1813 on Route 
40 east of Grantsville, was the 
largest single-span stone arch 
bridge of its kind at the time of 
construction. The bridge of- 
fers excellent photographic op- 
portunities, as well as picnic 
facilities in a charming set- 
ting. 

One of the oldest grist mills 
in Garrett County is Stanton’s 
Mill, located in Grantsville on 
Route 40. The mill dates back 
to 1797 and still in operation, 
it is an interesting stop for any 
visitor. 

Grantsville also boasts Penn 
Alps, originally an 1818 stage- 
coach stop on the National 
Road (Route 40), just east of 
the town. Penn Alps is now a 
restaurant and craft shop, 
which is the largest handicraft 
marketing facility in this 
mountain region. The adjacent 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village 
contains restored log cabins, a 
plank shed and other rustic 
buildings which house a vari- 
ety of artisans during the sum- 
mer months.

St. John’s Episcopal Church, 
Deer Park. 

PENN ALPS -- This 1818 
log building was built as a 
stagecoach stop on the Na- 
tional Road (Route 40), east of 
Grantsville and originally 
called the “Little Crossings 
Inn.” It now serves as a res- 
taurant and craft shop and is 
the largest handicraft market- 
ing facility in the area. Penn 
Alps is adjacent to the Spruce 
Forest Artisan Village of four 
log cabins, a plank shed and 
numerous other rustic build- 
ings, including Revolutionary 


War era and 1920 log houses, 
and the 1835 Miller House, 
built by an Amish patriarch of 
the Casselman Valley. The 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village 
Summerfest and Quilt Show 
is held here annually in July, 
and the craft village is open 
May through October. 


THE SANG RUN AREA - 
- Out of its magnificent re- 
sources the county has pro- 
duced a book which, for a hun- 
dred years, has rated as a great 
hunter’s classic. This autobi- 
ography is “Forty-Four Years 
of the Life of a Hunter,” writ- 
ten by Meshach Browning, 
Maryland’s most noted hunter. 
His famous rifle is now on dis- 


play in the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

Meshach Browning settled 
in this area, known as one 
time as the “Sanging Ground.” 
His hunts in this region north- 
west of Deep Creek Lake made 
him a legend. 

In its very name, “Sang 
Run” contains a reminder of a 
plant that has long association 
with American mountain life- 
-that is, ginseng, shortened by 
the mountaineers to “sang.” 
Its market continues to thrive 
and the dried wild root is so 
valued by the Chinese for me- 
dicinal purposes that it draws 
the astonishing price of over 
$100 a pound! 


STANTON’S MILL -- One 
of the oldest grist mills in 
Garrett County, built in 1795 
by Jesse Tomlinson. The mill 
was rebuilt in 1856 by Perry 
Schultz and deeded to William 
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Stanton in 1862. Stanton’s son, 
Eli, operated the mill for 42 
years. The mill is located at 
Little Crossings on Route 40 
near Grantsville.

REST -- This Forest contains 
12,400 acres of trees, streams 
and wildlife. It is located along 
Backbone Mountain near the 
headwaters of the historic 
Potomac River. The terrain is 
rugged with elevations rang- 
ing from 1,800 feet along the 
Potomac to 2,960 feet on Back- 
bone Mountain. This steep 
gradient gives rise to numer- 
ous fast falling brooks and 
streams which feed the river.

BEARING WITH THE BEARS - These photos, taken by Merry 
Paugh out the back door of her Mt. Zion Road residence, demon- 
strate a number of issues one must deal with occasionally here in 
Garrett County, A black bear, probably about two years old, found 
Merry’s bird feeders this spring and decided he rather liked the 
stuff inside. He started to visit frequently, so the Paughs removed 
the feeders to keep the bear from becoming dependent on them. 
He comes back every now and then and peeks in the door (be- 
low), just to see if they've perhaps changed their minds. As 
development grows here in the county, the bears have less and 
less of their natural habitat available. If bears wander into your 
yard, simply leave them alone, making sure there is no food 
available to them. Should a bear become a true nuisance, the 
local Department of Natural Resources stutf can trap the animal 
and take it to another location. Call the local agency for more 
information.
